MADRID, May 25.—The Cabinet has decided 
to give an English syndicate the contract 
for the Cuban Central railway because it 
offers better security than the American 
syndicate, but will stipulate that American 
arms shall supply a poruon of the material. 


DEATH OF LUMBERMAN ALBERT SOPER. 


The Treasurer of the Old Tippecance Club 
Passes Away—Hig Life. 

Albert Soper, an old and well-known citi- 
zen of Chicago, died yesterday morning, aged 
78 years, at his residence, No. 468 West Ad- 
ams street. The funeral will be held Tues- 

y at 10a. m. at his residence. The Rev. 

r. Goodwin will. officiate. The pall-bearers 
will be William Ripley, Dr. D. S. Smith, 
Henry Sayrs, C. M. Hawiey, Jacob Beidler, 
and Cheney Ames, members of the Old Tip- 
pecanoe Club, of which he was Treasurer. 
Interment will be at Graceiand. 

Albert Soper was one of the best-known 
lumbermen of this part of the country, being 
at the time of his death President of the 
Soper Lumber company of this city and 
identified with the M., omiee Bay Shore 
Lumber company of Menominee, Mich., and 
the Michigan Shingle company of Muskegon, 
Mich. He was vorn Jan. 9, 1812, at Rome, N. 
V., where he secured a good academical ed u- 
cation. He began his business life as a con- 
tractor and builder at Rome, and then estab- 
lished the first lumber and planing mill busi- 
ness in that citv. This he maintained until 
1866, when he came to Chicago and organized 
the lumber business of which he wus the 
heaa atthe timeof hisdeath. For several 
years he has also been a director of the Hide 
and Leather Bank. 

In 1887 he married Miss Esther Farquhar- 
son of Rome, N. Y., who survives him. 
Their golden wedding, celebrated in this 
city, was attended by children, grandchil- 
dren, and many friends. Seven children 
were born to them, of whom four are living 
—Arthur W. Soper, New York; Alex. C., 
and James P. Soper, Chicago, and Mrs. Will- 
iam Penn Smith, Eureka, Cal. 

In politics Mr. Soper was an unswervine 
Whig and Republican. He voted for William 
Henry Harrison in 1836 and 1840, for Benja- 
min Harrison in 1888, and for every Whig 
and Republican candidate for President be- 
tween them. His life as a husband, father, 
business-man, and citizen was above re- 


proach, 
MALEDICTIONS ON THE HEAD OF A RABBI. 


Doctrines of a Hebrew Are Reeetved with 
Pronounced Opposition. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 25. — [Special.] — The 
celebration of the Jewish Feast of Weeks in 
this city was marked by a sensational scene. 
The day was observed in all the synagogues, 
and a large audience assembled in the place 
of worship at Woodland avenue and Erie 
street in response to a call issued by the Rev. 


P. Werber of Baltimore, editor of the Friend 


of Israel. Werber appsared with a rabbi’s 
cap upon his head and began his dis- 
course. As the preacher occasionally 
enunciated doctrine not strictly in ac- 
cord with Jewish beliefs glances were 
cast back and forth that spoke 
not only dissatisfaction but contempt. He 
gradually grew boider and finally declared 
in the face of the 800 sons of Israel that their 
ideas of the Messiah were ridiculous, that 
Christ haa been on earth and his second com- 
ing would be in the glare of a burning world. 
This was more than the already overbur- 
dened congregation could bear ana men 
sprang in great excitement to their feet and 
rushed to the platform, where they gathered 
about the now alarmed minister, spitting 
upon him and endeavoring to take the rabbi 
cap from his bead. Several munis- 
ters of the German Reformed Church 
were present and were instrumental m 
keeping the maddened crowd from doing im- 
mediate violence. Pandemonium reigned 
until a squad of police officers arrived. Wom- 
en rushed from the haliin fear, while men 
shouted themselves hoarse.

„ second Jesus.” He attempted to make an 
explanation, but none would be received, and 
the crowd lingered for some time, but che 
police prevented violence being- done, and 
dispersed the congregation without 
making arrests.

| MEMORIAL-DAY SERVICES. 


G A. R. POSTS ATTEND INTERESTING 
EXERCISES IN THE CHURCHES. 


At St. Paul’s the Rev. Dr. J. Coleman 
Adams Tells What Is Demanded of the 
New Patriotism of Peace—At the First 
Baptist the Rev. Dr. F. H. Henson 
Speaks of “The Voices of the Dead ”— 
Other Similar Gatherings. 


The services in connection with Decora- 
tion-Dav at St. Paul’s Universalist Church, 
Prairie avenue and Tuirtieth street, were at- 
tended oy Gen. Geo. A. Custer Post No. 40, 
G. rnd R. The Post turned out in force and 

the church was crowded to the doors. The 
decorations were effective. On the platform 
were draped American flags, and flags hung 
from the sides of the arch, A number of 
potted fohage plants afforded a background 
of green to the bright colors of the Stars and 
Stripes and the organ gallery was faced with 
streamers of rei, white, and blue, 
shields of the National colors be- 
ing on each side of the organ. 
The pastor, the Rev. Dr. J. Coleman Adams, 
conducted the service, which commenced 
with an organ prelude march in B flat, by 
Silas. Buck’s Te Deum in E flat was sung 
and a special responsive service was said by 
the minister and congregation. The quartet 
sang Kellar's American Hymn,“ and Sulli- 
van’s “Hymn of the Homeland was given 
at the offertory. Before the sermon tne choir 
and congregation sang the hymn, “God of 
the Free.“ 

“Tne spring,“ he said, has come again 
and brought its fresh bloom and fragrance of 
flowers. There is something strangely touch- 
ing in the fact that just at this season and in 
just this same way there is a fresh respring- 
ing allover this country of the flowers of 
memory, of affection, and of honor for 
the dead who died for the land. 
But nothing seems to me more useless than a 
memory which nas in it no seed of some pres- 
ent good. This annual uprising of patriotism 
is a noble thing, but only as it takes shape in 
some éarnest, practical labor for the good of 
America. So I want to turn from these 
gerlanded graves of patriot soldiers and the 
thought of the tribute of lifeand love poured 
out fer this Nation to the new patriotism 
which we may train, and the new task it 
must undertake for eountry’s sake, 

‘PATRIOTISM’S DUTIZS. 

“Pirst—It must cherish the love of this Na- 
tion. Thereis a large population in the 
country to whom its political ideas, tradi- 
tions, and laws are absolutely strange. 
They have the material of good 
citizens, but are not yet patriots. 
These people must be made patriotic and you 
are heiping todo so when you decorate your 
comrade’s graves. All the stress of a patri- 
otic public opinion ought to be thrown in en- 
couraging public observances which are Na- 
tional and in frowning on such as are im- 
ported. When a man comes to this country 
and makes his home here he ought to leave 
the Old World behind bim and in every way 
build up and foster within his heart and his 
children’s a love of the new land to which he 
has come. 

But there is another torm of patriotism 
to which the times give astrong and unmis- 
takable call. It is the patriotism which 
makes a man give to the city he has chosen 
for his home the devotion and the service 
which is necessary to save them from the ills 
into which they havefalien. Thestrength of 
our Nation must always rest on the strengtk 
of its integral parts and the foundauon of 
the Commonwealth is the cities and towns. 
That for the next century the seat of war for 
freedom, for political purity, for honest and 
efficient administration isto be. transferrea 
here in America to our cities and towns, 
Wherever there is a municipality in the land 
there are the political birds of prey gathered 
together; there are plunder, recklessness, ex- 
travagance, and waste; there the men of 
weaith and ability put their means in the 
hands of adventurers and rascais of every 
political complexion to squander; and there 
honest men and quiet citizens allow them- 
selves to be the victims of rings and thieves, 
blackiegs, dramsellers, and party bosses. 
America can never hola up her;head una- 
bashed in the presence of the nations until 
she has proved her abilliy to de- 
throne the petty tyrants who rule 
her today from the back rooms of saloons 
and gaming-dens, and who make her munici- 
pal affairs the laughing stock of the civilized 
world. There is not sufficient love of our 
home cities and towns. There must be a re- 
vival of the municipal spirit. and men must 
fight as heartily for good government in city 
affairs as they once did for the integrity of 
the Nation. I call on you old soldiers to aad 
to the services you rendered in the field and 
make the names boss“ and “ boodier” as 
contemptible and execrable as that old hiss- 
ing reproach you used to crowd into the 
word Copperhead. 

RESPECT FOR THE LAW. 

* Another task of the new patriotism is to 
teach a larger respect for the law. Anarchy, 
open and avowed, has no standing in Chica- 
go. It died by its own hand that memorable 
May 4. There is, however, a great deal of 
practical anarchy abroad—a disposition to 
The burglar is 
a practical Anarchist; so is the saloonkeeper 
who defies the law and keeps his place open 
Sunday; so 1s the gambler who will not shut 
his shop at all. So is the corporation that 
evades and strains the law, or bribes its ex- 
ecutives or corrupts the lawmaking power 
for private ends. Anarchy is a hydra witha 
hundred heads; to crush 1t demands the hun- 
dred arms of the giant of civil power. 

„Again, it is one of the tasks of the new 
patriotism to study the new forms of freedom 
and fraternity which are struggling for rec- 
ognition. How can any man who had a hand 
and heart in that struggie of old fail to be 
stirred and enlisted in the struggle of work- 
ers and toilers the world over to gain a 
better livelihood, and to help them overcome 
the tremendous odds of tendencies 
and forces which hold them in  pov- 
erty end in distress. If one great 
struggle of a ceutury pivoted on the desire of 
certain classes to make men work for nothing 
shall we be surprised if another though 
bloodless war demands our sympathy for 
whole classes whom our system compels to 
work for next tonothing? Certain itis that 
— have not pushed to its full development 

the spirit of fraternity, equality, and liberty. 
Manhood has still its unrecognized rights. 
Where should there be a fairer field for this 
recognition—where a more appropriate scene 
for working out their higher resultse—than 
here in the new Republic of the West? This 
flag ot ours was never meunt to wave over 
the grave of memory and the elories of the 
past. Its place isin the van, where$freedom 
moves, and equality under the law. Follow 
it, veterans! Follow it, strong men! Follow 
it, youth! Follow it, women! toward larger 
opportunity and life. Follow it, laborer! to 
fairer fields and happier lot. It is the world's 
hope. It is ours to see that hope fulfilied, not 
disappointed.” 

The choir and congregation then joined in 
singing “ My Country, ’Tis of Thee.”

SPAN OF A REW sibel WASHED AWAY. 


Damage by Kain gad Swollen Bivers—A 
Fatal Wied-Storm. 

Warme, W. Va., M 95.—[Special.]— 

The false work of the span of the 


this afternoon, and with it ‘went 600 tons of 
steel floor beams, many crossbeams, and a 
few uprights. The span is 500 feet in the 
clear, and is the oaly part of the bridge un- 
finished. The faise work was up last fall, 
but was destroyed by towboats striking it. 
Until destroyed today it had been exvected 
to finish it by June L. “A mass of drift the 
entire width of tne span and 100 feet long 
lodged against the piling, which collapsed. 

On the bridge was an immense traveler 
derrick of wood, 100 feet high and 40 square 
at the base, This went into the river; but 
three engines were saved, anc, by loosening 
the bolts, damage to the completed spans on 
either side was prevented. The crash was 
witnessed by hundreds of people and heard 
at a great distance. The work destroyed 
represented $75,000 or $80,000, but itis thought 
that at least half of the iron may be saved. 
The accident will delay work from two to 
six months. The Edgemoor Bridge company 
and Beard Brochers, contractors, not the 
Wheeling Bridge and Terminal railway 
company, are the losers. 

Parkexssure, W. Va., May 25.—[Special. | 
—Heavy rains visited this secuon Friday 
night, followed by a deluge of water last 
night that lasted six hours. A continuous 
rain has also fallen today. The Kanawha 
Valley is under water. Both the Kanawha 
and Ohio rivers are rising rapidly. The 
farmers along the Kanawha have suffered 
heavily. By tomorrow the highest water for 
years is expected. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., May 25.—A terrible rain 
storm, accompanied by beavy thunder and 
lightning, occurred herethis afternoon. The 
rain fell im sheets for about half an hour, 
flooding streets, filling cellars, and doing 
great damage. Railroad street, in Cambria 
City, was under water up to the first floors 
of about fifty houses. The east-bound track 
of the Pennsylvania railroad was covered to 
the depth of two or three feet by dirt washed 
down from the hills at several places be- 
tween the stone bridge and Morrells- 
ville, delaying trains for a couple of hours. 
The west-bound track was similarly ob- 
structed between Conemaugh and Johns- 
town. The rivers are rising rapidly, but it 
is not thought they will do much damage. 

Pirrspure, Pa., May 25.—Landslides and 
washouts between Morrellsville and Cone- 
maugh, on the Pennsylvania road, caused a 
temporary suspension of traffic tonight. It is 
expected that the tracks will be cleared by 
midnight. The limited express, due from the 
East early this evening, is expected about 2 
o’clock in the morning. The storm in the 
mountains today was tne heaviest this year.

WATCHING IMMIGRATION, 


THE JOINT CONGRESSIONAL COMMIT- 
TEE TO SIT HERE THIS WEEK. 


Chicago Is the Distributing Point for Fifty 
Per Cent, and Some Searching Questions 
Will Be Asked—Secretary Windom Win 
Annel Contracts Made by Secretary 
Folger with State © insi Sug- 
gestions or Amendments to Make the 
Law Restrictive. 


The Joint Congressional Committee on Im- 
migration and Naturalization will be in ses- 
sion in Chicsgo this week, and will begia 
taking testimony at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. The meetings will be held in Collector 
Clark’s office in the Government Building. 

The fuil joint committee consists of Sena- 
tors Hale, Evarts, and McPherson, and Con- 
gressmen Owen, Lehlbach, and Stump. It is 
doubtful if the Senators will be able to attend 
the Chicago session. Messrs. Owen of Indi- 
ana, Chairman of the House committee; Lehl- 
bach of New Jersey, and Stump of Maryland, 
who constitute the House sub-committees 
and are the House members of the 
joint committee, arrived in the city yesterday 
and are at the Richelieu. Congressman 
Brewer of Michigan, a member of tne full 
committee, and V. L. Ricketts, the committee 
clerk, are also with the party. 

“ We intended to be in Chicago two on 
three weeks ago,” said Chairman Owen, 
whose district, by the way, adjoins the City 
of Chicago at its southeastern limits, but 
we were detained by the Tariff bill. The Sen- 
ators are now detained by the same ques- 
tion, and it depends upon how long we con- 
tinue our session here whether they will be 
able to join us. 

“ The committee has already taken a great 
deal of testimony. We were in session at 
New York for a month and later in Boston 
for several days. Wego from here to St. 


Louis, then to Cincinnati, and possibly to 


Detroit. Weare informed that at Detroit 
about 1,600 persons cross from Windsor 
every morning and get about 40 per cent 
more wages on this side of the line than they 
could get un the other—a difference which 
more than pays for their ferryage 


SHURETARY WINDOM’S VIEWS. 

The committee will consider the Chinese 
and alien labor contract questions as well as 
general immigration and naturalization 
questions. Beiore the law of 1883 was passed, 
you will remember, immigration was cared 
for in a certain way by State laws only and 
State Commissioners. The Federal law 
which was passed at that time was consid- 
ered by Secretary Folger as mandatory, and 
e made contracts with the different State 
commissions on behalf of the Treasury De- 
partment. The arrangement has not worked 
satisfactorily and there has been much clash- 
ing between the State commissions empow- 
ered with the execution of the law and the 
Treasury Department. Secretary Windom 
takes a different view of the law. Mr. Win- 
dom thinks the law permissive instead of 
mandatory, and has determined to annul the 
contracts with the State commussions and 
assume Federal control. 
these circumstances and because of tne fact 
that the law has ceased to be effective that 
the present Congress unanimously appointed 
this committee. 

“The testimony already taken shows that 
of 400,000 aliens landed last year only 400 
were returned under the present supposed 
stringent law. Evidently the law is not re- 
strictive. As it stands now it is hardly pos- 
sivle to detect violations and send the immi- 
grants back, The contract labor law was 
framed to meet a condition which existed in 
83 and 85. The conditons have changed. 
Contractors have shifted their pian of action. 
They now bring in their laborers in such a 
way that the Immigration Commissioners are 
unable to detect them and to tend them 
back. 

„Those whom we have had before us have 
advocated three different amendments to the 
law. The landing tax is now fifty cents. 
Some advocated raising it to $50. Others 
thougbt that immigrants should be compelled 
to show a considerable sum of money 
as an evidence of their thrift 
and desirability as citizens, The 
third proposal was that all over 18 years 
must be able to read and write in their na- 
tive language. A feweven advocated a re- 
quirement of reading and writing in the En- 
glish language.” 

THE CHICAGO INQUIRY. 

“ What will be the scope of the inquiry in 
Chicago?’ 

„About 50 per cent of the immigration 
goes West and Chicago is the great distrib- 
uting point for it. Of course the present 
law does not operate here. You heve no 
landing of immigrants here that I know of 
and no immigration commissioners. But we 
want to bring before us your editors of 
foreign papers, the prominent men 
of foreign societies, the representatives 
of various labor organizations and large em- 
ployers of labor, and we want to ask them 
whether there is any increase of immugra- 


tion in this direction, what percentage of 


these immigrants have trades, what percent- 
age go on tothe Northwest to become farm- 
ers, what trades they enter, what are their 
morals, and their disposition to sobriety; 
whether they assimilate with American hfe 
and Amerivan institutions; whether they 
are here to become American citizens or 
simply as a speculation to get $1,000 or 
$2,000, like the Italians, and then go 
back home. We want to get the views 
of all who have opinions on the question 
concerning amendments to the law. No man 
claims that the present law is effective.”’ 

„Has the committee tacitly concluded upon 
any recommendation to Congress on the gen- 
eral features of a new law?’ 

„We have had no talk concerning the law 
which we will frame. The committee 1s in ac- 
cord vpon the policy of permitting all desir- 
able immigrants to land and permitting none 
to land who will not become desirable Amer- 
ican citizens. In other words the problem 
before the committee is to frame a law tliat 
will let the desirable ones in and keep ail the 
undesirable ones out. 

CITIZENSHIP TOO EASY. 

“Now, how do these immigrants become 
citizens? Why. one of them will appear 
with some man whose acquaintance he has 
picked up and is asked: ‘Your name is So 
and So? ‘Yes, sir.’ This man is ali right, 
I suppose?’ is then asked of the witness, who 
replies: O, yes; he’s ail right; I know him.’ 
Then both swear to these statements just on 
general principles—and the man is a 
citizen of the United States, with 
all the sacred rights which the name confers. 
Yet under this system I have never known 
any one to be prosecuted, probably be- 
cause there is no way of proving fraud, as 
you have no tangible evidence to go back to. 
The future law must be so that the applicant 
must fill out written answers to regularly 
written questions, the witnesses must do the 
same, both must sign and swear to what 
they have written, and then these papers 
must be preserved so as to be referred to at 

any time in direct connection with the rec- 
ord of the man’s naturalization.”

4 NUMBER OF WORKMEN BADLY BURNED. | 
Explosion of a Blast Furnace at the f{ilinois 
Steel. Works. 

By the explosion of a biast furnace at the 
lilinois Steel Works, at Thirty-first street 
and Ashiand avenue yesterday 2 
oxe man was prooably burned and 
several others seriously and badly injured. 

August Mullenhoffer of No. 3143 Wall street 
was horribly burned about the face ana body 
and cannot recover. He was taken to the 
County Hospital. 

Michael Quinlan of No. 2926 Hoyne avenue 
was seriously burned about the head, face, 
and hands. He will recover. 

Henry Ayers of No. 42 Mill street was 
burned about the face and hanas. His in- 
juries are not serious. 

John Brunski was struck by falling débris. 
His injuries are slight. Michael Fitzmorris 
was aiso slightly injured by falling ore but 
was able to resume work. 

The furnace, which is known as No. 4,” 
is fifty feet high and has a capacity of 500 
tons. The work of casting pigs was 
about to commence. The men were at work 
on the top ‘filling’? when the explosion oc- 

There was uw rumbling sound, and 
then the heavy iron top of the tank was lifted 
from its place and out came a sheet of flame, 
foliowed by fifty tons of molten steel. The 
mass shot up seventy-five feet and descended 
to the yard, where several men had been 
working. Bit the noise had warned the 
men, and they sought safety under buildings | 
ana idie furnaces. 

Mullenhoffer, Quinian, and Ayers were 
struck in the face by the flames and thrown 
from their feet. Fortunately for the other 
two men they were picking up ore when the 
explosion occured and escaped the flames. 
All were blinded by the fire and dust ang it 
was some time before anything could 
done for the injured. Mullenhoffer lay on 
his face with his clothes in flames. He was 
unconscious. Ayers and Quialan were con- 
scious, but unavie to assist themselves. They 
were dragged to the elevator: and lowered to 
the ground, their burning garments having 
been torn from them the while. 

Mullenhoffer regained consciousness, 
crawied to the elevator, and, with the flesh 
hanging in shreds from his hands and his 
clothing in flames, lowered himself to the 
ground. 

Drs. Sperry and Webb were summoned 
and did all that was possible to relieve the 
men’s sufferings. 

Several explosions have occurred at the 
Illinois Steel Works during the last three 
years. The one yesterday was caused by the 
ore in the lower part of tne furnace settling 
and leaving a vacant place. The immense 
weight above moved the material dowaward, 
causing the air thus displaced to seek an exit 
through the weakest point, which proved to 
be at the top. The top is of heavy iron and 
weighs several tons, but the force of the ex- 
plosion was so great a» to lift it from its bed 
fully five feet. The force spent, the top fell 
back aguin to its piace.

ENORMOUS APPKOPRIATIONS. 


Conservative Congressmen Fear a Deficit 
of Over $100,000,000. 

WasuineTon, D. C., May 25.—Conservative 
members of Congress are beginning to feel 
a little uneasy about tne way apprépriauon 
bilis are piling up this session. The amount 
of appropriations on bills already passed and 
pending point to an aggregate that will ex- 
ceed Government revenues by many millions 
during the coming fiscal year. Government 


revenue from all sources for the year, in- 


cluding the postal revenue, was placed by 
the Treasury Department recently at $450,- 
400,000. The regular annual avpropriation 
bilis, exclusive of deficiency, will amount to 
about $323,000,000 and the permanent 
appropriations, including the sinking 
funds will reach $101,600,000. The deficiency 
bills will, according to the estimates of the 
members of the Senate Appropriation Com- 
mittee, reach at least $31,000,000. This makes 
an aggregate of $455,600,000 of appropriations 
exclusive of the Dependent Pension bill, 
which, if it becomes a law as passed by the 
Senate, will call for $26,000,000. Appropria- 
tions for the increase of the Navy as passed 
by the House amount to $8,000,000. There 
bas deen $1,500,000 appropriated for the 
World’s Fair. If the River and Harbor bill 
and Gaiveston Harbor bill and the one for 
the lake channel between the upper and 
lower lakes all pass that will make 
$32,000,000 —lhꝗ more to be added to 
the appropriations. The miscellaneous 
appropriations at last short session amounted 
to $10,255,795, and they are likely to amount 
to a good deal more at this session, as the 
ee building bills already reported ia the 

ouse carry an aggregate appropriation of 
$14,000,000, to say nothing of the Senate bills. 
But if the miscellaneous appropriations 
carry only the same amount as at the last 
session the total of appropriations will 
amount to $547,355,793, leaving a deficiency of 
$97,000,000. These figures and estimates 
leave out of sight possible appropriations for 
coast defenses, the Direct Tax bill, and many 
other purposes which if made will swell the 
deficit next year considerably above 6100,

What Distingulsbed Lawyers Think as to 
the Constitationality of a Few Queries. 
New York, May 24.—The census takers 

will begin work in a few days. The full list

With regard to the legality of the questions 
sab gti Mr. Murray said that there 
could be no question of that.

Mr. Frederic K. Coudert, the distinguished 

lawyer, did not agree with Mr. Murray. He 
looked over the list of questions and smiled 
broadly. He said that Question No. 22 would 
develop three classes of people by its an- 
swers—healthy people, who were proud of 
their health, and therefore would be giad to 
answer; diseased people, who would lie in 
answering; and conscientious people who 
were diseased, and on that account would re- 
fuse to aus wer. Mr. Coudert had not exam- 
ined the legal aspect of the case, but he 
thought that the public could not be forced 
to answer all the qrestions, and particularly 
the one numbered 22. Nor could he see where 
the United States got its power to demand 
an answer to sucha question. There were 
many things thata man might conceal by 
common right, and a chronic disease was one 
of them. 
The Census law did not contain the list of 
questions given out. It left that list to 
the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Interior, and it seemed to Mr. Coudert 
that the matter had been unnecessarily 
stretched... Legaliy considered, the mat- 
ter looked as though a constitutional 
question were involved as to whether Con- 
gress had the right to force a man to say 
whether or not he was afflicted with a chronic 
disease. In all matters of this kind the pre- 
sumption is against the United States, and 
it must prove its case. The census was 
merely an enumeration of the inhabitants of 
a country, and an effort to make it anything 
more was straining a point, to say the least. 
Concerning the matter of mortgages con- 
tained in questions numbered 27 and 29, Mr. 
Coudert thought that that, too, was a subject 
of grave | doubt. 

Mr. Stephen A. Walker, ex-United States 
District-Attorney for the Southern District 
of New York, characterized Question No. 22 
as an impertinence. All constitutional mat- 
ters were by inference or implication, ana he 
felt certain that no manor woman could be 
forced to answer that question. Any person 
would be safe in refusing to answer it. He 
thought the matter of mortgage cams under 
the same general head. The whole list of 
questions was inquisitorial. 

“And yet,” said Mr. Walker, “I should like 
to see every one of those questions answered 
if true answers could be had to them. I am 
always in favor of statistics, for nothing 1s 
more valuable in political economy. But the 
census is not the proper means of obtaining 
statistics of disease. Evasion, falsehood, and 
refusal to answer will make the returns val- 
ueless so far as statistics as to chronic dis- 
eases are concerned.”

GENERAL METROPOLITAN NEWS. 


The Price of Ice Increasing and a Famine 
Predicted. 

New Tonk, May 25.—|Special.]~—Warm 
days are causing a serious discussion of the 
supply and prices of ice. The dealers say 
there is going to be a famine. The pres- 
ent high price of ice has resulted in a 
corresponding increase in the price of 
meat. President Winch and Secretary Sea- 
man of the New York Ice company said 
today that even now there was a scarcity 
of ice. The wholesale prices in New 
York City today are from 810 to 
$12 a ton at the bridge. And that is a good 
deal cheaper than it ought to be,” said Mr. 
Seaman. “The retail price to the heavy 
trade—that is, to butchers, grocers, and Sa- 
loons—is 70 cents next month.“ 

The prices will surely be increased. Last 
year the prices were to the heavy trade 40 
cents and to families 50 cents per 100. Not 
since 1870, when the wholesale price was 816 
per ton, has ice been so dear. 

Fight Between Cattlemen and Firemen. 

As the Anchor Line steamer City of Rome 
was on her way up the bay this afternoon 
there was a desperate fight on her spar deck 
between two firemen and a cattieman named 
James T. Curran, who, with thirty-three 
others, was returning to New York. The 
spar deck was crowded with steerage pas- 
sengers when the fight took place. 
Curran stabbed..one of the firemen— 
Michael Brennan—in two piaces. Jobn Jones, 
another fireman, who interfered in his mate’s 
behalf, was struck on the head and fell to 
the deck. He has a big contusion three inches 
square just over the ear. The other firemen 
surrounded Curran and disarmed him. He 
was arrested. A fireman said the cattlemen 
tried to walk rough shod over everybody. 
Curran says a lot of the firemen attacked 
him and he fought in self-defense. 

Laborers Commend the Brotherhood. 

The builders’ trades section of the Cen- 
tral Labor Union presented the New York 
Brotherhood Club with a set of base-ball bats 
at the Windsor Theater tonight. George W. 
Lloyd said that the laboring-men of New 
York were on the side of the brotherhood of

The bats were polished and 
each was inscribed with the name of a 
player. 

Drowned by a Cunarder.

Senate Will Prepare a Substitute 
Tariff Bill, 

WasuineTon, D. C., May 22.—[Special to 
the Philadelphia Times.] — The Chairman of 
the Committee on Ways and Means has had 
his trouble for his pains. Poor McKinley, as 
he himself saidin the House, worked hard 
on che Tariff bill for five months and ail 
without avaii. The Republicans of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Finance have decided not 
to amend the McKinley bili at all, but to re- 
port an entirely new substitute. There were 
too many amendments to be made and it has 
been thought better to havea new bill than 
to make so many changes as would be neces- 
sary. 

As one of the Republican Senators said to- 
day: “If the House bill was to be consid- 
ered by the Senate, when we got tarough 
with it Mother McKinley wouldn’t know ber 
child.“ Not even the evidence before the 
Committee on Ways and Meaus will be con- 
sidered, as the Finance Committee has de- 
cided to have hearings of its own. These 
hearings will be largely attended. The com- 
mittee has, in fact, already been notified by 
about two thousand importers that they 
would appear before them to protest against 
the McKinley provisions. 2 

The Senate bill will probably be very dif- 
ferent from the House bill, and ir the fights 
on tin plate, sugar, and wool will be fought 
over again in the Senate the outcome may be 
different. The Senators are a conservative 
lot of people and as a rule don’t believe in 
making radical changes. That men like 
Ingalis, Edmunds, and Allison can assent to 
such senseless reguiations as are some of 
those in the McKinley bill no one for an in- 
stant believes.

Tun discovery at the base of the Haymar:- 
ket Monument of a dynamite bomb with a 
| half-burnt fuse attached shows that the dev- 
lion spirit of anarchy which prompted the 
throwing of the deadly bomb May 4, 1886, is 
not yet dead. There is still some Anarchist 
who cannot endure the thought that the 
statue which commemorates the victory of 
law and order over those who sought to 
throttle the law shall be allowed to stand. 
The cowardly Anarchist who put the bomb 
in place evidently took advantage of the 
heavy rain of Friday night. He thought 
that the streets would be empty of peo- 
ple, and the police would be in shelter, 
and that he would have time enough 
to get unobserved to a safe distance 
from the spot before the explosion. But the 
same rain which he reliea on to protect him 
put out the fuse and the fire did not reach. 
the large can of dynamite. Had it done so, 
it would certainly have shattered the statue. 
How much damage it would have tone to the 
buildings in the neighborhood it is impos- 
sible to tell, but the probabilities are that as 
the explosion would have been in the open 
air it would have smashed windows and 
| perhaps cracked walls. But if the ex- 
plosion had been delayed tilt morning, when 
the square is fuliof men and teams, the loss 
of life might have been great. It is not 
probable that the police will be able to find 
the murderous hound who tried to blow up 
the statue, butit may be worth their while 
to keep a quiet watch in the neighborhood. 
The man who has failed this time will prob- 
ably try again when he thinks he sees a good 
chance, 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

For some time the most notable tendency 
in commercial affairs has been in the direc- 
taon of the combination of industrial mter- 
ests. This tendency has received some strik- 
ing illustrations recently. The most im- 
portant of these is the announcement which 
was made during the week of the practical 
absorption of the St. Louis and San Francisco 
-railway by the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé system. By this consolidation the Atchi- 
son railway, which before was second in ex- 
tent in the world, adds some 1,800 miles of 
road to the system under its control, and 
with the resulting combination easily leads 
ia length all other railway systems that are 
operated under a single management. It now 
has a mileage which would reach con- 
siderably over one-third around the earth. 
While the details of this combination are 
being arranged the war of rates goes 
merrily on. Some of the shrewdest 
students of the railway situation believe 
that in this direction of consolidation is 
to be found the only solution of the present 
complications. They believe that we will 
ultimately come to an arrangement where 
there will be perhaps not over five or six 
railway systems in the country. The elimi- 
nation of minor roads, with their conflicting 
interests which it is impossible to harmon- 
ize, and the building up of a few strong cor- 
porations which shall entirely cover their 
respective fields seem the most probable 
solution of the Western railway tangle. 
The economies of combinations are by no 
means recognized by railway managers 
alone. It is just now the leading spirit in 
nearly all lines of industrial affairs. The 
combination of brewery properties is not at 
all new, but it has just had an illustration of 
local interest in the combination of estap- 
lishments ageregating nearly $10,000,000 in 
value according to their capitalizauon. 

This idea of the capitalization of industries, 
which for the last four or five years has 
proved the most popular form for the in- 
vestment of English funds, is taking a 
strong hold now on American investors. The 
recent capitalizamon of one of the leadme 
retail dry-goods houses of New York, which 
was followed by a popular subscription for 
the securities equal to many times the 
amount to be allotted, was significant of this 
tendency. The combinations of stone quar- 
ries, ot strawboard manufactories, and of 
cracker bakeries, which have been brought 
about by | financiers, and the popularity 
of these rities with the pubiic prove 
that this movement is in a direction which 
has the public’s sympathy. | 

The compilers of statistics relating to every 
tine of trade are united in saying that the 
volume of business the country over is larger 
than it has ever been before at this sea- 
son of the year. The expansion is largely 
aus tothe increase at the West and still 
more at the South. There has an astonish- 
ing number of new industries sprung up in 
the West and South. Just now there is 
ample work for the new ones and for the 
old ones, too, but the new ones have been 
built because they could be located nearer 
sources of supply and centers of distribution. 
‘This wonderful uprising of factories is more 
than natural expansion. Itis a transfer of 
industries. When the demand for products 
is not s great the less fortunately located 
will find themselves at a serious disad vau-

Some 
of the railway corporations have set their 
public’s hunger for securities by generous 
issues of fresh ones, The Chicago, Burung- 
ton and Quincy, Union Pacific, Missouri 
Pacific, Atchison, and the Richmond Ter- 
minal have welcomed the buoyant feeling of 
the market and met the demand for securi- 
ties by planning for issues which will aggre- 
gate more than $100,000,000. It is up-hili 
work putting up a market that is deluged 
with such showers as that, but such a strong 
popular resolution for higher prices as there 
is is equal to almost anything. 


ANOTHER LESSON FOR MILLIONAIRES, 
A recent decision of the United States Su- 


preme Court, by which Cornell University 
has been beaten out of a legacy amounting 
to $1,750,000, is accompanied by some very 


interesting circumstances and enforces a 


very clear moral. In 1877 John McGraw died 
at Itnaca, N. L., leaving an estate of 2.000, - 
000 tohis unmarried daughter, Jennie. Three 
years later the daughter married Willard 
Fiske, a professor in the university. In the 
following year she died and by her will be- 
queathed $800,000 to her husband; $100,000 to 
her mother; $100,000 each to five cousins; 
$315,000 to Cornell for various specific pur- 
poses; and the rest of the estate, which has 
since increased in value to the amount of 
$1,750,000, to the university as a library 
fund. 

The husband at once began a resolute con- 
test of the will upon the ground that under 
its charter the university has no riglit to 
hold over $3,000,000 in any kind of property. 
The contest has lasted for eight years and 
has been fought with the utmost stubborn- 
ness and at immense legal cost through the 
Probate, Supreme, and Appeals Courts of the 
State up to the United States Supreme 
Court, which u few days ago handed down 
its decision sustaining the position taken by 
the husband and defeating the hope of the 
college authorities that they would have this 
munificent sum for the benefit of their 
library, which has already become one of 
the most famous in New York. The inside 
history of the matter is told by a contempo- 
rary, which says: 


The university authorities thought that they 
should exercise the controlling judgment over 
the manner of using and disposing ak bequests 
of Mrs. Fiske to the institution; professor, 
on the other band, felt strongly that b he who knew 
bis wife’s wishes and pu s best should be 
given more discretion and power as the univer- 
sity librarian in carrying out those wishes and 
purposes. Finally, mant ot pique, it is said, 
and under the influence of pad legal advisers, he 
determined upon a contest of the will. Many of 
his friends still insist that ne had no mercenary 
purpose in this, but only that he might control 
the funds of his wife's estate in his own way for 
the benefit of the university. 

But, however fair his purposes, it did not take 
long for him to — 1 that he had made a tre- 
mendous mistak reat popularity amon 
the undergraduates be A. ed ina day; many o 
his former friends refused to believe that any- 
thing except sordid motives could actuate such 
a course, while the condemnation of the general 
public was se emphatic that it gave to Italian 
skieS a new attractiveness, and Florence has 
since been his home, 


In the carrying out of his purpose the pro- 


fessor acted largely upon the advice of Gov. 


Hill, who, though a trustee of the college, 
was his lawyer at that time and urged him 
to take the course by which the institution 
has been the sufferer. The lossof the money 
will not be in the nature of a calamity to the 
university, however, as one of its friends has 
given it a maguificent library building and a 
handsome endowment, amounting to nearly 
half a miilion dollars, so that Mrs. Fiske’s 
wishes will be carried out at least to the 
value of one-third, though not unn her 
money. 

The moral of the story has been pointed 
out so many times that itis almost superfiu- 
ous to indicate itagain. All the same, it will 
never cease to be a matter of surprise why 
millionaire people, who have money which 
they wish to expend for a certain purpose, 
do not give it outright while they are living 
and have control of it, instead of waititig tor 
their benefaction to materialize after they 
have ceased to have any interest in woridly 
affairs. It is surprising that they do not 
heed the lessons all about them that heirs 
are greedy for money and will fight 
to the bitter end to divert it 
into their own pockets, and that lawyers will 
aid them in keeping it away from the ob- 
jects for which it was intended by getting al! 
they can of it into theirown pockets. Had 
Mrs. McGraw-Fiske given the money out- 
right the university would easily have found 
some way to secure it. But in nearly all 
cases millionaires make their wills and pass 
out of the world, complacently flattering 
themselves that the dead hand” will con- 
trol the bequest. In general, what the heirs 
don’t get the lawyers do, and they are not 
overshrewd lawyers if they don't devour 
the lion’s share of it. In this case the law- 
yers have pocketed about haif a million dol- 
lars of the estate. Still, the lesson remains 
unheeded by most of the millionaires. 


OVERRULING THE SUPREME COURT. 

Denouncing the “original package decis- 
ion Mrs. Livermore in her Brockton, Mass., 
speech stigmatized the Supreme Court Judges 
as old grannies who go tosleep every after- 
noon,” and declared that she had a great de- 
sire to shake them,” Much the same sort 
of opinion is expressed by others, and evi- 
dently ina way to annoy the Judges, since 
Justice Milier has taken the unus val step of 
writing to a Methodist minister in Iowa justi- 
fying his part in the decision on the grounds 
that he simply followed the Constitution. 
There is no call for such defense for any of 
the members of the court. Itis true that the 
Federal Supreme Court exercises greater 
authority than any other judicial tribunal in 
the world and at times seems autocratic and 
irresponsible, but great questionsare thrown 
on it; nevertheless there is a virtual appeal 
open from every decision it makes. The 
functaon of the court is merely to apply the 
law as it stands, while if the people 
desire other principles or rules it is their 
privilege to adopt them. dence the 
injustice of angry personal attacks on the 
Judges for the decisions they make. If the 
people don’t like any ruling announced by 
the court they can call on their representa- 
tives in Congress to change the law, or, if 
necessary, to amend the Constituuon. No 
doctrine that the Supreme Court can lay 
down is beyond the power of the people to 
set aside so far as its application to future 
cases is concerned. 

Foreigners often express surprise that the 
people of this country are content to permit

power so that it may guard effective- 

and preserve the will of the people as de- 
clared in the Constitution. The Judges set 
aside acts of State or of Con- 
gress because they are in conflict with the 
higher authority of the people and against 
their will as declared in the Constitution. 


‘Unusual authority is vested in Judges in this 


country in order that they may protect the 
fundamental law as made by the people 
themseives from subversion, and yet if the 
courts should err or exceed their powers 
they can be checked by means of a new law 
or constitutional amendment. No sooner 
had the court announced its opinion in the 

original package case "’ than the represent- 
atives of the people in Congress were called 
upon to change the law so that no more such 
decisions could be made under it. If the pop- 
ular sentiment desires the law to be changed 
and the rule as laid down by the Supreme 
Court to be reversed Congress will undoubt- 
edly take the necessary action. The people 
are the sovereigns in this country, and be- 
fore their demands the rulings of courts 
and legislative and Congressional enact 
ments must give way and permit the estab- 
lishment of any desired policies.

Gov. Franois of Missouri has long deplored 
the defective education of Majah Jones. The 
editor of the St. Louis Republic conceived at 
an early day an unreasoning hostility of Chi- 
cago, which carried him so far that when it 
became apparent his own city had not a ghost 
of a chance to get the World's Fair he threw 
what he called his * influence in favor of 
the distant Eastern City of New York. The 
cordial, sisterly relations which Gov. Francis 
wishes to maintain with Llinois, which is 
very much the same thing as Chicago, have 
come near being endangered by the ran- 
tankerous Majah, who drops his r’s when he 
talks, and therefore the Governor has seized 
the opportunity of making Jones a member 
of the National World’s Fair Commission, 
which will necéssitate his coming to this 
city and learning from personal observation 
that it is not the nit of iniquity he has called 
it, but is filled with good. kind péopie.

It will bring him into direct con- 
tact with superior men, with big brains, cult- 
ured minds, and broad-gauge intellects. He 
will mix with the alert, quick-witted, inde- 
fatigable Chicagoans, and the result will be 
that while he may come to curse he will re- 
main to pray.” He will see a great light as 
Saul did at Damascus. But it is not to be ex- 
pected he will all at once confess how wrong 
be has been and admit that he was a donkey, 
but all that he wül write after he has been 
here will breathe a softer and a tenderer 
spirit, showing that grace is working in his 
Heart.

An interesting feature of the receéntly- 
published statistical report of the American 
Iron and Steel Association is the increasing 
percentage of the latter in the total produc- 
tion. About one-third of the bar “iron” 
now manufactured in the United States is 
steel, so is nearly half of the plate and sheet 
iron, and 40 per cent of the cut nails and 
spikes. The rollediron product, other than 
nails, only increased 735 per cent last year, 
while the rolled steel product, apart from 
rails, increased 32 per cent. It needs not to 
say that steel rails are now replacing those 
of iron on ali the railroads which are effl- 
ciently managed. No doubt the preference 
for steel over the cruder form of the metal 
will continue to increase till the latter will 
be comparatively rare. After that change 
is completed, what? Will the next reform 
in order be a wholesale substitution of alu- 
minium for the ferric material, crowding that 
out of the way as. the latter is displacing 
wood for many structural purposes! It is 
not improbable, Clay is much more plentiful 
than iron ore, and recent experiments at 
least indicate it as possible that the new 
metal will ere long be produced as cheaply 
per unit of volume if not of weight as its 
elder brother. Such a change would revolu- 
tionize not a few of our manufacturing proc- 
esses, and perhaps some of the habits of the 
civilized human being: 

Aw article in the London Grocer states 
some facts which prove that the American 
manufacturer is not guilty of palming off on 
the foreign consumer ali he filled cheese 
that is offered for sale in the British mar- 
kets. Large quantities have been received 
in London from Sweden, and the stuff ap- 
pears to have in it none of the constituents 
of genuine cheese, except the small modicum 
derived from a moderate quantity of skim 
milk. The paper characterizes as erroneous 
the idea that all of the bogus stuff is sent 
from the United States. But this does not 
alter the fact that considerable quantities of 
the fraudulent material are made in this 
country for shipment to Great Britain. 
Neither can it de denied that the fraud is 
perpetrated with the full knowlege and con- 
sent of the wholesale merchant on the other 
side of the Atlantic, at least so far as that is 
involved in his being fully aware of the fact 
that he is paying less for tne so-called cheese 
than the genuine article can be purchased 
for. It is a pity the nefarious business can- 
not be stopped. I: is also a wonder that so 
much of the cheat can ‘be perpetrated in En- 
gland, where stringent laws exist for the 
protection of the consumer, and are sup- 
posed to be thoroughly enforced 2265 an army

I notice that Mc- 
Kinley also refers to the same provision in our 
present law. Now have what purports to be 
an exact copy of our tariff laws, published by 
Belford, Clarke & Co., and 1 do not find any- 
thing of the kind in it. Please inform me, if 
there is such a provision, where it can be foun 
the section, paragraph, and exact language o 
the bill. Many persons are under the impression 


that the tax upon raw material is a great draw- 


back upon manufacturers. Is it wrong?

[Most tariff compilations give merely the 
duties which must be paid by importers or con- 
sumers, but say nothing as to drawbacks or re- 
bates on goods shipped abroad for sale, the latter 
being of interest only to manufacturers for ex- 
port. The provisions as to drawbacks will be 
found in Chap. 9, Title 24, of the Federal Re- 
vised Statutes, The object in allowing a draw- 
back of 90 per cent of the tax on imported raw 
material when fashioned into goods for export is 
to cheapen the articles to foreign buyers, so that 
American manufacturers can find and preserve a 
foothold in outside markets. It is intended to 
enable them to compete with foreign rivais in 
same lines of manufactures in foreign markets.]

How Grain Rates Will Be Maintained. 

Next Wednesday the lake and rail lines to 
Buffaio and Erie will accept not less than 2 cents 
on wheat, 1% cents on corn, and 1% cents on 
oats. It has been a long while since the at- 
tempt to regulate lake F ge freights by res- 
ment has been tried. following is the fore- 
cast, subject to revision only as to dates:

Tried as a Heroic Remedy. 

Marine men who happened along the docks 
yesterday were all deeply interested in the agreé- 
mentof the lake and rail lines not to take less 
than 1% cents On corn and 1% cents on oats to 
Buffalo on and after next Wednesday. It was 
said the grain trade was in better shape for the 
maintenance of such an agreement than usual. 
The outside boats bringing coal to Lake Michigan 
were generally chartered for ore as return loads, 
and the competition of wild tonnage would be 
light for some days. 

The Central Vermont does not seem to be in- 
cluded in the agreement, yet its codperation’ 
seems necessary in the trade to New England. 
The lake and rail rate of 9 cents to Boston and 
Boston points by the Buffalo lines, based upon 
the low lake freights, cannot be well advanced 
unless the ens burg route does the same. With 
declining Erie_canal rates the lines to New York 
cannot hope to gét much grain if they are to 
charge a lake rate higher than that taken by 
wild boats. As for the amount of this wild ton. 
nage no good estimate can be made, in view of 
the stagnation in the ore trade from Escanaba. 

The situation is not all that could be wished 
for by the 1 lines, yet the agreement is 
believed to be the only thing that would prevent 
carrying grain at a trifle above the cost of 
hand! before many days. 

To help out their boats and keep them longer 
engaged some of the lines will bring up coal, and 
if necessary send them back without grain for a 
time.
